The Altmark Affair 


The late Lord ‘‘ Jacky’? Fisher would 
have delighted in last Friday’s episode off 
the Norwegian coast, which resulted in 
the liberation of more than three hundred 
British seamen from German captivity. 
I¢ was an incident with the authentic 
““Nelson touch,’’ and will rank with the 
Copenhagen affair of 1807, with the Battle 
of Zeebrugge and the more recent Battle 
of the River Plate, among the most 
romantic .engagements in British naval 
history. Not unnaturally, the popular 
Sunday newspapers printed highly-coloured 
reports of the occurrence. They realised 
its high “ news value,’’ especially at a 
time when war news is scarce and public 
opinion in Great Britain welcomes some- 
thing exciting; but the barest recital of 
the facts ought to be sufficiently thrilling 
to satisfy the most ardent ‘‘ sensation ” 
monger. When the Graf Spee, Germany’s 
pocket-battleship, was engaged in her 
campaign against British merchantmen in 


oil tankers and supply ships, of which the 
Altmark was one. After the scuttling of 
the. Graf Spee these ships found that their 


from Berlin, began to make their way 
back to Germany, running the gauntlet of 
the British Navy. Before her discovery 
off the River Plate by the British war- 
ships Exeter, Ajax and Achilles, the Graf 
Spee had sunk about nine British 
merchant vessels, making prisoners of 
their crews. Most of thd officers were 
taken aboard the Graf Spee, but the men 
were transferred to the Altmark, which 
became a kind of prison ship. Since the 
battle off Monte Video the Altmark has 
been trying to reach a German port, and 
last week it became known to the British 
Admiralty that she had entered Norwegian 
waters, having crossed the Atlantic in 
safety. According to international usage, 
she was taken into the port of Bergen, 
where officially she was searched by the 
Norwegian authorities, and allowed to go 
on her way through Norway’s territorial 
waters under the escort of two Norwegian 
torpedo boats. Having been sighted by a 
British squadron, the Altmark was ordered 
to heave to; but she refused to obey the 
order, and took refuge in a Norwegian 
fjord.. The commander of the British 
squadron invited the officer in charge of 
the Norwegian warships to allow a mixed 
British-Norwegian crew to take the Alt- 
mark back to Bergen in order that she 
The 
Norwegians refused, protesting against 
the British proposal to violate Norway’s 
neutrality, whereupon the British com- 
mander withdrew his ships outside the 
three-mile limit. After darkness, as a 
result of direct orders from the Admiralty 
in London, H.M.S. Cossack, a British 
destroyer, entered the fjord, where, 
apparently, the Altmark tried to ram her. 


‘A party of some thirty sailors, under a 


young officer, boarded the Altmark with 
the aid of grappling irons.. Armed with 
cutlasses, they took command of the ship, 
releasing between three and four hundred 
British prisoners. In the course of a 
hand-to-hand fight several Germans were 
killed; there was one British casualty. 
The Altmark wént aground in the fjord, 
and H.M.S. Cossack rejoined her sister 
ships outside the three-mile limit, taking 
tho freed prisoners' to Leith, where they 


were landed on Saturday. 
Bo long as international lawyers 
continue to dispute, there will be differ- 
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| sympathise with the. unhappy Norwegians 
‘T-who are being abused roundly in both 
‘London and Berlin, The British blame 


them because they did not search the 
Altmark properly at. Bergen ; the Germans 
demand full and immediate satisfaction on 
the ground that adequate protection was 
not given to the Altmark while she was in 
Norway’s territorial waters. The incident 
affords one more example of the helpless- 
néss of a small neutral when it happens 
to. become involved in a quarrel between 
powerful belligerents. Whatever had 
happened in the case of the Altmark, 
Norway must have offended either Ger- 
many or Great Britain. In point of fact, 
she has offended them both, and the full 


consequences of her position have not yet | 


become clear. 


A Nation’s Anguish 


More than a thousand years have passed 
since a small party of Spartan men and 
their Thespian allies held Thermopyle 
against the Persian hosts. Yet for a 
thousand years to come, so long as men 
love honour,. pride and freedom, that feat 
of courage, futile though it was, will go 
before them like a ‘torch. We in this 
twentieth century have the privilege of 
seeing fought in our day a fight that, 
doubtless, in the long run will be just as 
futile, but the story of which will be 
placed by history equal and beside the 
shining laurels of Thermopyle. Leonidas 
and Mannerheim will stand as equals in 
the company of the great. There is, 
indeed, a strong parallel between the 
Greek struggle and that which at the 
present time is being waged by the people 
of Finland. The Karelian Isthmus is the 
Finnish counterpart of the mountain pass 
in Greece; the Finns are similarly out- 
classed and outnumbered ; in comrage and: 
in spirit they are identical. In both cases 
the feeble strength of a small nation is 
pitted against the might and countless 
legions of a ruthless invader: Yet what 
will courage alone count against the 
onslaught of guns and tanks and shells, 
against the inexorable advance of a great 
mechanised army? Already “the Finns 
have had the weather on their side. Snow 
and frost and the paralysing cold of the 
Arctic winter have been fetters up to now 
upon the Russian Goliath ; but what will 
be the plight of Finland when spring and 
summer have come along to unlock them? 
Almost frantic efforts are being made by 
the Finnish leaders to enlist something 
more than.the world’s sympathy for their 
cause, and unless something more than 
sympathy is forthcoming, the Finnish 
nation cannot survive for more than 
another few weeks. Last’ Wednesday the 
British Government decided to allow 
British subjects the right to volunteer for 
service with the Finnish Army, and 
already between 2,000 and 3,000 applica- 
tions have been received at the recruiting 
offices. This morning comes the news that 
10,000 Italians resident in France are pre- 
paring to make their way to Finland, and 
an appeal has been issued for further con- 
tingents of volunteers from among the: 
millions of Italians who live outside 
Ttaly.

N the course of the next few weeks the 
British Government will have to take 
steps to prolong the life of the present 
Parliament, pa w it is probable that it will 
be proposed that it remain in being 
for the duration of the war and for a fixed 
period after. It is unlikely that the pro- 
will meet with opposition, since 
members desire acting & the nature of a 
general election, and object in most cases 
even to by-elections. The by-elections of 
the past few months have shown that they 
are really unnecessary in view of the pre- 
vailing ion. Yet this view regarding 
by-elections does not appeal to all members 
of the House of Commons, and there is 
some little criticism of the party truce at 
the present time. The Conservatives, who 
aré interested, maintain that the Socialists 
are working against the Government m 
the constituencies, and that nowhere is 
there a definite answer to their attacks 
from the Conservative organisations. It is 
a difficult point all round, for the Socialist 
leaders ise that many of their 
followers are not playing the strict poli- 
tical game. They do not, however, seo 
their way to stop the agitation. The Con- 
servative headquarters may in time be 
take notice of the attacks, 
and the Socialist leaders then may be able 
to bring pressure to bear on those who 
will not fall into line. 


Week in the Commons 


It “is that Mr. Chamberlain 
will make a statement about the war in 
the House of Commons on Thursday, 
though there has been no announcement 
to that effect. The principal business 
during the week will be the discussions on 
the Old Age Pensions Bill, under which 
allowances are to be given to people who 
are unable to make ends meet on the 
present pension. A lively debate is ex- 
pected, since the Labour Opposition 
objects to what is called the “ means 
test,” as the pensioners will have to make 
their claims good before a Board. Tho 
bill will be discussed on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. On Thursday supplementary 
estimates will be considered, and the final 
stages of the Agriculture Bill will be 
taken. 


Economic Co-operation 


A movement in favour of closer economic 
co-operation is gaining ground, and 
renewed efforts are to be made to urge the 
Government to put into operation a plan 
of co-ordination, even though it may in- 
volve the establishment of a Ministry of 
Economic ination. Time after time 
instances come to light of overlapping by 
Government de ents or is a 
departments ing opposite lines. e 
Food Ministry » “or Minister of 
Economic Warfare appear to have taken 
such aciion recently, when the Govern- 
ments of Latvia. Estonia and Lithuania 
were notified that an embargo had been 
placed on the import of bacon from those 
countries. There is no doubt that the 
action. of the Ministry of Food was 
followed by the despatch of the bacon to 
Germany, thus impeding the efforts of the 
Ministry of Economic Warfare to prevent 
food from going to that country. 


Japan and Britain 


Although recent. advices from the Far 
East have been somewhat indefinite, they 
have conveyed a distinct impression that 
Japan-desires to have better relations with 
Great Britain. This is confirmed by news 
during the week-end, that all anti-British 
posters in China are to be removed and 
existing stoeks destroyed. At the time of 
the Asama Maru incident there is no doubt 
that nn aoa apanese relations were in 
danger of entering upon an unsatisfactory 
phase, but the manner in which the British 
Government and the Ambassador in Tokyo 
dealt with a difficult matter has not only 
removed the danger, but been followed by 
a general improvement in the relations 
between the two countries. 


Summer-time 


Summer-time will come into operation 
next week-end, and it is hoped that it will 
méan a great falling off in the number of 
deaths during the black-out, which will 
not come into force until nearly seven 
o'clock in the first evenings, The necessary 
black-out has been a great trial to countless 
thousands of i n-ar who are compelled to 
travel to and írom their work.

DUBLIN HOTEL 


The Detained Men 


STRONG GUARD ON 
THE STREET 


A Ree military, numbering over 

one hundred, arrived in lorries, 
on Saturday night at about nine 
o'clock, in Parnell square, Dublin, 
and visited the Meath Hotel. Some 
men who were in the hotel at the 
time were taken into custody and re- 
moved to the Bridewell. 


GUNS IN POSITION 


When the military party reached the 
square two Bren guns were placed in posi- 
tion at the front of the hotel and three 
others at the rear. At the two ends of the 
west side of the square a force of Civic 
Guards was placed, with soldiers carrying 
fixed bayonets occupying positions on the 
inside of the police cordons. 

A search party of the military entered 
the hotel, and after a brief stay appeared 
again with some civilians, who were driven 
in a Black Maria to the Bridewell. 

While the raid was in progress the 
adjoining thoroughfares became filled with 
spectators, ,and as the vehicle in which 
the civilians were taken away drove off 
shouts were heard. A period of almost 
two hours, it is stated, elapsed before all 
of the military left the scene.

'N the event of the Germans launching a 

- major attack in the West, it is likel 
enough that the conduct of any suc 
enterprise will closely follow the lines of 
Colonel Wetzell's remarkable estimate of the 
situation, as of December 12th, 1917. Colonel 
(later General) Wetzell was then head of 
the Operations section of the Great General 
Staff, and a manof exceptional ‘ability. In 
the eventual 1918 offensives his recom- 
mendations’ ‘were departed from in some 
the changes, as it proved, were 
for the worse.. ey it is fair to 
assume that his advice w be more closely 

ered to'on a subsequent occasion. 


WETZELL’S ESTIMATE 
Wetzell prefaced his estimate in part as 


follows: “ Any prospect of success in the 
West depends upon other principles than 
those which hold good for the East... We 
must be ‘quite clear what these principles 
are. . . otherwise we shall be led astray and 
select objectives which, in view of the 
character of our opponents, we are not likely 

reach.” Further on he asserts: ' If our 


y fit for an offensive .. . 
written some twenty-two years ago: 
for all practical purposes, it might have been 
written on' December 12th, 1929, so true it 1s. 
Before going into the details of the several 
different possible’ attacks; Colonel Wetzell 
made the weighty pronouncement: “ We can 
only achieve a very great and decisive ess by 
a skilful combination of a series of attacks 
carried out in close connection with each 
other.” And he warned strongly against 
any undue optimism. : , 
tt is thus clear that no Blietzkrieg will be 
attempted in the West. The conditions are 
too adverse; they are to-day, in addition, 
markedly more adverse to any such opera- 
tions than in 1918. It may be taken for 
granted that the Allied positions in front 
of the Maginot Line are as good as all but 
the very strongest 1918 positions. And behind 
these there is the ‘‘ Line ” itself, etc., etc. 
There are ample counter-attack forces dis- 
tributed in de all over, and these would 
in particular dispose of very important tank 
concentrations, while the similars of these 
last could hardly be brought forward in 
corresponding numbers, even after an initial 
success. 


VERDUN PRECEDENT 


When we come to consider the prospects 
of an attack on the permanent Maginot 
works we can find only one precedent in all 
the four years of the Western Front fighting. 
This was at Verdun, where alone the t“renc 
occupied permanent works, built at leisure in 

time. Now, the procedure of defence 
at Verdun was all wrong. So much 1s 
clear from Marshal Pétain’s masterly account 
of the fighting. For all that, the Verdun 
front held. More after 1916, it was never 
again attacked: Wetzell, in the memorandum 
quoted, specifically ruled it out. It is 
safe to say that the French defensive errors 
of February, 1916, will not be yr ras: in 
Lorraine at inis time of day. together, 
then, we must concede that any German 
attack is a task of extreme difficulty at the 
moment, Positions of this strength cannot 
be stormed by the crude process of piline 
up casualities in front of them. So much 
is being clearly demonstrated in Finland. 

At the same time, it is clear, touching on 
the position in Finland, that the tremendous 
‘Russian + is beginning to .tellvat last. 
An American correspondent summed up the 
situation a. little time, back : “When the 
Finns lose men it weakens their force, while, 
when the Russians lose men, it only means 
that room is made to bring up more replace- 
ments.’’ He specifies replacements, it. is. to 
be noted; reinforcements are superfluous in 
such a case. A note on casualties will help 
to show the seriousness of the situation for 
Finland. We can now, . apparently, 
“ier put the Russian losses to date 
as gh as a quarter of a million; 
and it would hardly be unreasonable to 
calculate the Finnish losses at one-tenth of 
that figure. .That already gives us 25,000— 
which is: more than the small country can 
w s; On the 14th of this month 
calling-up nétices went out for the 1897 class 
—t.¢., men of 45: In all, twenty-three 
classes are now called up. Comment is 


unnecessary. 


THE LAST GENERAL 
It has been stated quite lately that com- 


i mand of all Russian armies in this theatre 


has been assigned to Chapochnikov—Stern, 
yo dag commanding only on the Kare- 
ha isthmus. Chapochnikov is probably the 
best Russian general left since the ** liquida- 
tion.”” At all events, the Russian effort 
showed definitely more flexibility as well as 
far more weight. The attack north-east of 
Lake Ladoga, though unsuccessful, must have 
contained quite important Finnish effectives ; 
while everything was put into the onslaught 
on the Mannerleim Line. In addition to the 
main drive at Summa, there has been another 
mportant push near Muola, a little further 
east, in the exact centre of the isthmus. 
Kamara, a station on the main railway line, 
which the Russians are said to be nearing, is 
only ten miles from Viborg. 
_ Finland, of course, has other strong water- 
lines in rear of the Mannerheim position: the 
line Viborg-Kexholm, some score of miles 
back; and the Saima canal, Viborg-Willman- 
strand. Presumably these are now well 
, and all arrangements completed for 
i Still, they cannot be 
expected. to be as strong as the Mannerheim 
Line itself—especially in artillery. Moreover, 
perforce surrender to the invaders the 
important Viborg-Vuoksi region. 


THE HIGH COMMAND 


It is curious how little mention is ever 
made of generals commanding in the present 
war. N knows who commands which 
army—nor..w it ig situated, Seeing that 
this is the case dorterning the Allies—the 
Press of whose countries is easily obtained— 
it is not surprising that even deeper myste 
surrounds the German Higher Command.

definite results. It is true, these results are 
not likely to be immediate; but the Germans 
were probably quite right in laying at least 
the foundations solidly. The oil from Russia 
is to come from the old, long-established 
Baku field, on the Caspian Sea: Germany is 
taking no chances on any new-fangled Soviet 
outputs. Neither is she taking any chances 
on Russian transport—any more than she 
must. She has no alternative but to use 
Russian rail or pipe-line for the first 400 
miles—Baku to Batoum. At Batoum: the oil 
is to be loaded on tankers and brought across 
the Black Sea to Varna. From Varna it 
will be railed 120 miles to Rustchuk, on the 
Danube, and so by tank-barge for the rest 
of the journey. 

It will be observed that the transport is 
extremely complicated—breaking bulk no leas 
than three times. It will also be observed 
that Germany has skilfully exploited the 
peculiar status of Bulgaria for the rail part 
of the European transit. She has certainly © 
gone to great trouble to secure the million 
tons or so that is all she can expect from 
Russia: she is, in point of fact, building 
some of the tank-wagons for the Bulgarian 
railways, Even so, there would appear to 
be two weak links in the chain—the Black 
Sea and the Danube from Presb west- 
wards. The sea voyage is some odd 
miles, and the Black Sea is a suitable opera- 
tion-field for Allied submarines. As for the 
upper reach of the Danube, Allied aircraft 
have already flown over Vienna. The river 
is, indeed, an infallible guide. 


WHITHER WEYGAND? 


The announcement that Australian and 
New Zealand troops have arrived in Egypt 
directs attention to the fact that an import- 
ant Allied Army exists in the Near East 
(British in Egypt—French in Syria), to take 
command of which General Weygand has 
returned to the active sphere. This 
Army totals several Divisions of good 
troops—but where is it going to 
fight and what enemy? Admittedly, it is 
not required in France; and supply diffi- 
culties of every kind are here minimum. 
It is, at least, a stabilising or containing 
force, and, if Rumania were attacked, it 
would prove an invaluable reinforcement. 
But for Germany to attack Rumania would 
be like killing the goose that laid the golden 
eggs After all, half a tin is better than no 
petrol in times of scarcity. 

The German policy of aerial attack on 
merchant shipping has definitely passed the 
former experimental stage. The three or 
four latest attacks were carried out by quite 
appreciable numbers of machines, and ex- 
tended along considerable stretches of the 
British east coas They have been so timed 
as to have the ’planes over the targets about 
the time light was clear. It will be recalled 
that five months ago, in Poland, German 
bombers also attacked at dawn. It would 
be a serious. error to underestimate the 
effectiveness of this new aero-naval tactic. 
Even if the material results frequently fall 
short of what is aimed at or claimed, the 
moial effect on mercantile crews cannot be 
overlooked. Apart from ships actually sunk 
or damaged, there is bound to be greater or 
less confusion and delay. There is also the 
permanent assignment of an _ important 
quantity of aircraft and A.-A. material to a 

efensive role which could otherwise be more 
usefully employed offensively. 

The special feature of including lightships 
in the attacks is understandable, as off- 
shore lights are indispensable along that 
shoaly coast. The elimination of lightships 
would make traffic exceedingly difficult and 
dangerous. . Probably the lightships will have 
to be converted into miniature floating forts, 
with light plating over the lights and living 
quarters, at least moderate A.-A. armament, 
and manned in part by naval ratings. 


ATLANTIC LOSSES 


The submarine warfare against merchant 
shipping shows no very material change. The 
last week showed quite heavy sinkings—it 
was a particularly bad week for oil tankers, 
of which three were sunk—and a notable 
feature was an increase in the proportion of 
Atlantic losses. On the other hand, these 
increased losses were counter-balanced by an 
increase in the numbers of submarines 
destroyed, which seems to have been four. 

It. is now possible to give some details as 
to the great British 93 development 
in Canada. Mr. Rogers, the Defence Minister, 
has recently stated that the first seven schools 
will soon be functioning. These are spaced 
all over—in Quebec, Ontario and Alberta, 
Two hundred instructors from Europe are 
expected at an early date. Personnel are 
being recruited at the rate of 300 a day. 
When the scheme is in full swing it will 
include 40,000 men, of whom 2, officers 
and 6,000 civilian employés. It will call for 
4,300. machines. In this connection, by the 
way, an ingenious contrivance of the Lock- 
heed Aircraft Corporation is worth recording. 
To get over the export ipE MT | they: are 
installing a big aerodrome at Pembina, in 
the very N.-E. angle of North Dakota, and 
some fifty miles due south of Winnepeg. The 
‘** drome’ will extend into the Canadian State 
of Manitoba without break of continujty ! The 
Lockheed people will concede “running 
rights ” to other American aircraft manufac- 
turers. 


AIR RECONNAISSANCE 


A brief reference is due to the very remark- 
able series of aerial photographs of Siegfried 
positions recently released by the R.A.F. 
Actually these are very much more important, 
though ibly less spectacular, than the 
result of the average dog fight between two 
opposing machines. Some of the details 
shown are of particular interest. Take, for 
example, the revelation of a recently-buried 
telephone cable. Information of this kind— 
thus marked down with complete accuracy— 
is of the greatest assistance to a hostile artil- 
lery. This science of aerial photography, and 
the mapping resulting therefrom, is one which 
has ‘made enormous progress since the last 
war. The progréss in question has affected 
many aspects—accuracy of detail is one, and 
remarkable speed in giving the results of a 
survey is another. Such a service goes a very 
appreciable distance towards discounting the 
fact that a fortified position cannot be effec- 
tively scouted from the front. Only the outer 
trace can be established by the latter method. 
Phe air shows depth. . 

Field-Marshal Goering, German War 
Economy Chief, has just issued a broadcast 
to the German farmers. This naturally raises 
the whole question of so ag An war food 
supplies. It will be recalled that for Ger- 
many, as íor all Europe indeed, 1959 was a 
very good harvest year. Tillage and seed- 
time is now once more approaching. This 
year, by reason of the exceptionally severe 
winter, there are bound to be difficulties all 
over. For the moment it is only necessa 
to touch on this problem of food; it will 
require to be examined more systematically

and so declares himself; or (2) after nn 
izhteenth birthday he is reinstated “ 
amateur standing La the Executive.

A player who has become an amateur 
under the first head, however, cannot be 
reinsiated a second time under either condi- 
tion. In Great Britain players who have 
carried clubs for hire after attaining the age 
of eighteen are not eligible for amateur com- 
petitions, and no golfer may be reinstated more 
than once.
